There will be an important meeting 
of all the stockholders of the Hamlin 
Memorial Hospital Association here 
Sunday afternoon. I wish that I could 
assure the people of Hamlin that all 
the problems facing us in keeping our 
hospital open will be solved at this 
meeting — but I can’t. 
If the proposals submitted at this 
meeting are adopted then we will 
have taken the first major step in 
solving the many problems facing the 
doctors and the board of directors in 
keeping a hospital in Hamlin. 
The hospital has been operated 
successfully here for many years and 
probably would have continued to do 
so if it could have remained just a 
matter between the doctors and the 
board. But when Medicare entered 
the picture a lot of things changed 
both here and in every other hospital 
in the nation. 
And it is these new problems with 
Medicare that are holding up most of 
the solutions that will assure us of 
having a hospital here. Any solution 
that the board and the doctors can 
come up with must be one that is 
workable under Medicare. 
It is hoped by all concerned that if 
the 
stockholders 
approve 
the 
proposals submitted to them here 
Sunday that everything else will fall 
into place and arrangements can be 
completed to keep the hospital open. 
If you are a stockholder, I would 
urge you to attend the meeting 
Sunday or sign and mail your proxy to 
J C. Turner and let’s get this first 
step out of the way so that those 
working on this project can proceed 
with all haste. 
If it is at all humanly possible — 
Hamlin needs to keep its hospital and 
we need to take whatever steps that 
are needed to reach this goal. 


The following suggestions for

‘‘The second way to erase the 
religious significance is by inundating 
children with such lavish gifts that 
they will never appreciate sacrifice 
and never really know the value of 
doing 
without. 
Give 
children 
everything they want or expect. More 
things purchased for Christmas in­ 
sure an abundance of things to 
stumble over and put away all year 
long; in that way you’ll be reminded 
of Christmas everytime you stub your 
toe during the year. 
‘‘One of the most useful devices yet 
invented for making a mess of 
Christmas comes under the heading 
of the party. High on the list is the 
office party. By all means celebrate 
the birth of the Savior by getting 
stoned. It gives you status. 
“The fourth helpful hint has to do 
with the usual religious observances 
which various churches 
insist on 
scheduling during the Christmas 
season. Try to avoid these religious 
services. One certainly ought not be 
observed going into a church to 
herald the birth of the Christ. 
Somebody may think you’ve gotten 
religion. Be sure to eliminate all 
references to God. That way you can 
kill the spiritual significance of the 
occasion. 
“If you find that you are suc­ 
cumbing to the spirituality of 
Christmas, then by all means keep 
your religion on infantile level. Keep

Memorial Hospital Association 
will be held. The stockholders 
will meet in the Hamlin Junior 
High School auditorium Sunday 
afternoon at 3 p.m. 
Among the items of business 
to come before the stockholders 
at the special meeting will be 
the repeal of the original By­ 
law s and to adopt new ones, to 
consider the sale, lease or ex­ 
change of all, or substantially 
all. of the property and assets of 
the 
Association, 
to

The hospital has been operated 
successfully here for many years and 
probably would have continued to do 
so if it could have remained just a 
matter between the doctors and the 
board. But when Medicare entered 
the picture a lot of things changed 
both here and in every other hospital 
in the nation. 
And it is these new problems with 
Medicare that are holding up most of 
the solutions that will assure us of 
having a hospital here. Any solution 
that the board and the doctors can 
come up with must be one that is 
workable under Medicare. 
It is hoped by all concerned that if 
the 
stockholders 
approve 
the 
proposals submitted to them here 
Sunday that everything else will fall 
into place and arrangements can be 
completed to keep the hospital open. 
If you are a stockholder, I would 
urge you to attend the meeting 
Sunday or sign and mail your proxy to 
J. C. Turner and let’s get this first 
step out of the way so that those 
working on this project can proceed 
with all haste. 
If it is at all humanly possible — 
Hamlin needs to keep its hospital and 
we need to take whatever steps that 
are needed to reach this goal. 


The following suggestions for

More 
things purchased for Christmas in­ 
sure an abundance of things to 
stumble over and put away all year 
long; in that way you’ll be reminded 
of Christmas everytime you stub your 
toe during the year. 
‘‘One of the most useful devices yet 
invented for making a mess of 
Christmas comes under the heading 
of the party. High on the list is the 
office party. By all means celebrate 
the birth of the Savior by getting 
stoned. It gives you status. 
‘The fourth helpful hint has to do 
with the usual religious observances 
which various churches 
insist on 
scheduling during the Christmas 
season. Try to avoid these religious 
services. One certainly ought not be 
observed going into a church to 
herald the 
birth of the 
Christ. 
Somebody may think you’ve gotten 
religion. Be sure to eliminate all 
references to God. That way you can 
kill the spiritual significance of the 
occasion. 
“If you find that you are suc­ 
cumbing to the spirituality of 
Christmas, then by all means keep 
your religion on infantile level. Keep
